The Girls’ School—A Noble Example. 


The following statement appeared in the 
True Californian, on Thursday last. We 
hope that the example here commended 
may stimulate others to similar deeds. It 
is well known that in New York, and other 
Eastern cities, schools for the mental and 
moral improvement of the poorest and most 
degraded, have of late years become com- 
mon; and that ladies of the highest, most tru- 
ly highest circles have devoted themselves to 
such benevolent, useful labors. May these 
young ladies have many to follow their ex- 
ample here, until there shall no longer be 
any left to grow up in ignorance and with- 
out care, to lead a life of sorrow or shame. 
The Sabbath school affords a similar sphere 
of usefulness to all who incline to engage 
it it. 

We witnessed on Saturday last, a spec- 
tacle in the art of instruction which we 
shall not soon forget. 

Three little girls Misses Kate Atkinson, 
Ella Himer, and Bessie Hollowell,—the 
eldest of whom has scarcely reached her 
twelfth year—anxious to accomplish some 
good, established a Saturday school, for 
the benefit of the poor children in their 
immediate neighborhood, who are too much 
occupied to attend the daily public schools 
during the week. Strange as this announce- 
ment may appear, the plan was spontane- 
ous with themselves, and they made all their 
arrangements without the previous knowl- 
edge of their parents. Having succeeded 
in obtaining a room, they commenced with 
thirteen ragged, dirty, poverty-stricken lit- 
tle urchins, whose parents were too poor or 
too negligent to permit them to attend the 


public schools. 


The first exercises were those of lavaticn 
—each scholar receiving a thorough clean- 
sing of hands and face before being permit- 
ted to form the acquaintance of those mys- 
tical characters called A. B. C. Lessons 
were regularly assigned, classes formed, and 
strict order observed. ‘The whole day was 
devoted tothe task of tuition, and the 
school dismissed at the usual hour, with the 
understanding impressed upon all, that the 
institution was of a permanent character. 
Since that time, we learn that several new 
scholars will be added to the roll on next 


increase. Now we know that this looks 
like a parody or a burlesque.

The re- 
lation of teacher and scholar has been form- 
ed on the basis of real benefits, and we are 
confident that it will soon be dissolved. If 
this paragraph should ever reach the eyes 
of those little school-mistresses, we trust 
that it may tend to encourage them in their 
work of charity, and serve to admonish 
them, that they are never too young to be 
useful, nor too small to do good.”

It employs sixty-six sewing machines, 
kept in motion by a steam engine of nine 
horse power, and which sewed all the over- 
coats for the Crimean army.

Exaotion of the Pulpit. 

One of the leading Presbyterian journals 
of the East, in an article on writing ser- 
mons, has the following: 

A minister cannot do his best every 
Sabbath, any more than a lawyer can in 
every plea at the bar. People, now-a-days, 
are getting to demand too much; not too 
much sound doctrine; not too much about 
total depravity and the necessity of regen- 
eration; not too much about the law of 
God and righteous penalty; not too much 
probing of the sinner’s conscience; nove of 
these—not enough; for the most part; but 
too much classical adornment; too much 
care and poksh in the composition of ser- 
mons. It seems to many, when they listen 
to a discourse which has cost the preacher a 
great deal of hard study, that it must be eas 
work to write such sermons; they could 
most do it themselves. Yes, just about as 
easy as somebody said it was to see a furm- 
er mow, who used the scythe with so 
much dexterity that it seemed to cost him 
no effort. Very few, who have not tried 
it, are aware whata labor it is, carefully 
to write even one sermon a week, for 
a single year; much less} how much it 
amounts to at the end of a few years. The 
average length of sermons in our Amer- 
ican pulpits, may be put down, say at six- 
teen printed octavo pages, in a fair type, 
making two volumes, of four hundred pages 
each in a year. Observe, this is reckoning 
only one sermon a week. In ten years it accu- 
mulates manuscript matter enough for twen- 
ty volumes! And yet, many ministers who 
do this and more, besides all their other 
work, are thought by some of their hearers 
to have a very easy task of it!” 


An Unrortunate Traveren—A Mr.
